A still 
image with low resolution (an index image & alpha) is first photographed, after that a dynamic 
image or the still image (detailed picture & beta) by specified resolution is photographed and 
both pieces of image data are stored in the same file by an image data transmitter. When one file 
is specified among plural files stored in the image transmitter and the detailed image & beta is 
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received by a receiver, all of the index image & alpha are transmitted from respective files by the 
image transmitter. The contents of respective films are properly confirmed by listing the received 
index image & alpha by pieces by the image receiver. The detailed data & beta is received from 
the image transmitter by specifying the desired file to be transmitted by the image receiver.
